You refer in your leader to the “ alluring 
picture r by Mr. Flinn “ with all 
the plausible ingenuity for which the Cork 
eople are famous throughout the world. 
n my humble opinion, it appears to be a 
brilliant stroke of imagination, combined with 
the considerd ability of men who have made a 
study of the financial situation in the Free 
State at the present time. The moment is 
not one for cheese-paring measures or a re- 
duction of a shilling or two in the income tax.

The tea usually 
sold to the Western peasantry is the finest 
that can be bought, as generally the best 
parcels on the Mincing. Lane markets are 
picked up for the Irish trade, and it is not 
unusual to pay from 38. 3d. to 4s. 6d. per 
Ib. wholesale for really fine “teas for this 
market. Common white sugar 1s usually 
Tate's Twos or “ Brights,” and to-day's” 
price on rail, Dublin, is about 478. per cwt., 
to which carriage has to be added. Certainly 
74d. seems too much for this, as 6d. is the 
rice here, and in quantities about gd. per 
b. less. Oil is sold here at Is. 4d. per 
gallon and costa ls. since January 1st. ore 
this it was Is. ld. wholesale. woke 
The average. gross profit in this case, on 
returns, works out, much “nearer to 15% than 
to the cent per cent of your correspondent. - 
Out of this gross profit must come overhead 
charges, such as rates, wages, rent, light, bad 
debts, etc My own experience for the past.

The Times Paris Correspondent announced 
in a despatch last night :—During the last day 
or two Security has again become the question 
of the moment in France. It has quite 
eclipsed international debts, which filled the 
scene at the beginning of last week. The 
tendency now is to argue that until the French 
are clear in their minds about the implication 
of their international relations it is no use for 
the French Government or anycne else to try 
to take stock of France's capacity to pay. 
Not merely France's military expenditure, 
but the general stability of her credit and 
financial position as well, is made to depend 
on whether or not here people feel that they 
are exposed to the danger of another war 
within the next ten years. Alarming re 
ports “s to the military spirit of Germany 
are being put about in Parts. it 
is impossible to say what is the basis of these 
reports, but there is no doubt of their effect ov 
public opinion. 

Another fact has helped to alarm the minds 
of French political speakers. This is the re- 
cent visit of the two leaders of the Pan 
German Party in Austria—Dr. Dinghofer and 
Dr. Frank—-to Berlin, which has had a con- 
siderable effect on French public opinion. 
“Another Sadowa' is a phrase which is often 
on French lips just now. This is a reference 
to the defeat of the Austrians by Prussia in 
1866, which preceded the Franco-Prussian 
war. The French imagine Germany picking 
a quarrel with Poland, re-annexing the 
Western Polish Provinces, and then turning 
on France. They have, apparently, no iaith 
in the validity of the League of Nations 
Covenant as a guarantee of the Western 
frontier of Poland; or in the possibility and 
efficacy of British aid to France, when cnee 
Germany becomes formidable 

It is fully realised that the British Govern. 
ment would not consent to accept any respon- 
sibility involving military action for the 
guarantee of anybody's frontiers in Lastern 
Europe, and the hopes of the French Govern- 
ment seem to incline, at present, towards a 
mutual guarantee pact between France, Great 
Britain, Belgium, Germany, and possibly 
other countries, to ensure peace in 
the Western half of the Continent.
